“ The power to build the Canal, 
under our Constitution rests in the 
war power of the United States. W e 
built the Canal prim arily as *n ad­ 
dition to our war power as it per5

mits the quicker transfer of our nav- 
forces from one o< can to another. 
Its inland lake provides a harbor of 
refuge in which our navies can rend­ 
ezvous, and, 
as 
occasion 
offers, 
strike either ocean. 
“ The advocates of Great Britain, 
take the position that we are forbid­ 
den o discriminate in favor of our 
own vessels of commerce and war 
are named together, how long w ill it 
he befre the same advocate of the 
British contention 
will advise 
us 
that we cannot discrim inate in fav­ 
or of our own war vessels. 


“ The contention of those anvocat 
ing the British claim seems almost 
absurd when we recognize that if we 
admit them for vessels of commerce 
the same raesoning will require in­ 
to admit them for vessels of war. To 
do so would convert the Canal it 
time of war into a liability instead 
an asset. 
Of course we made no 
such contract. 
W e give to all na­ 
tions observing certain rules adopt­ 
ed by us certain privileges

That dd not mean that we 
proposed to build a canal at our own 
expense and then surrender its sov­ 
ereignty to all other nations.
